AFL Leaders Argue Need of More Compensation Before Government Board; 
Rates Declared to Be Below Scales in Private Industry 


Chiefs of A. F. of L. unions 
launched a drive this week to win 
wage increases for 100,000 workers 
employed in the government navy 
yards on the national defense pr 
gram. 

They went before the 
partment’s wage board 
at public hearings in 
and presented exhaustive evidence 
showing that rates in the yards 
now far below comparable pay 
industry.

in the yards came from all parts

He warned that unless the gov- 
ernment levels up its low scales 
private plants will be able to “raid” 
the yards of their better workmen 
by offering pay inducements. Frey 
and other chiefs also urged that 
the navy department abolish its 
present set-up of three wage rates 
for skilled craftsmen. All journey- 
men should get the highest scale 
for their classification, he declared.

Gowan of the boilermakers also 
made a strong case for wage ad-

Facing the Facts 


David has knocked Goliath for a loop again. The modern reenactment 
in organized labor of the famous biblical encounter pitted David Du- 
binsky against John L. Lewis. The leader of the CIO, like the big boy of 
the Philistines, tried to pull a “bluffkreig.” But all his loud challenges 
and bluster were silenced once and for all by a well-aimed blow from 
David. 

In returning to the American Federation of Labor with the 250,000 
members of the international ladies’ garment workers’ union, of which 
he is president, David Dubinsky has routed the warlike forces of the 
Philistine CIO. 

The psychological effect of this re-affiliation is incalculable. These im- 
mediate results are foreshadowed: 

1. The drive for labor peace will be greatly strengthened. 

2. There will be a sharp split within the CIO between the die-hard fol- 
lowers of Lewis and those who are anxious for a reunited labor move- 
ment. 

3. The strength and prestige of the American Federation of Labor will 
be correspondingly enhanced. 

4. A sweeping reaction against communist influence in the CIO will 
develop. 

LEWIS EXERTS DICTATORSHIP 

The executive board meeting of the CIO, just completed in Washing- 
ton, lends confirmation to this reasoning. In the absence of Sidney Hill- 
man, CIO vice president, Lewis rode rough-shod over all objections to his 
rule-or-ruin policy and made it absolutely impossible for Hillman and his 
followers to remain in the CIO if they have the courage of their convic- 
tions. 

There is a strong demand for labor peace among the members of Hill- 
man’s union, the amalgamated clothing workers. This feeling was crystal- 
ized at the union’s recent convention in New York with a 15-minute 
demonstration by the delegates for unity. Hillman, himself, responded to 
the overwhelming consensus of opinion among the clothing workers by 
publicly blaming Lewis in a speech for breaking off peace negotiations 
with the A. F. of L. This was a “mistake,” he acknowledged. 

When Lewis appeared before the convention to make an address he 
received a chilling reception. His adamant refusal to resume peace nego- 
tiations, together with his communist-party-line denunciations of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, irked the delegates. One of them set up a cheer for 
Roosevelt and the convention was stampeded, much to Lewis’ em- 
barrassment. 

Instead of bowing to the popular will, as a democratic leader should, 
Lewis showed he is a dictator-at heart at the subsequent CIO board 
meeting. He shoved through, over all protests, a resolution endorsing his 
belligerent policy toward the A. F. of L. This was a fearful slap in the 
face for Hillman. Another followed. The CIO board authorized the 
creation of a central council in New York city to oppose the A. F. of L, 
a move previously blocked by Hillman. 

HILLMAN’S DILEMMA 

As if these insults were not enough, Lewis, with the full backing of 
the communist fraction in the CIO, secured the adoption of resolutions 
condemning every move by President Roosevelt and congress to suppress 
“fifth column” activities in this country 

The CIO first expressed opposition to the president’s reorganization 
order which would transfer the bureau of immigration and naturaliza- 
tion from the department of labor to the department of justice, which is 
much better equipped to root out enemy aliens. The board also opposed 
all legislation aimed to eliminate communists and nazis from the na- 
tional defense program to prevent sabotage. In one empty gesture, the 
CIO board condemned aggressors in Europe, but it failed to mention 
soviet Russia and nazi Germany by name, as the anti-communist group 
demanded. 

Hillman’s name was signed to most of these legislative resolftions as a 
member of the legislative committee. This puts him in a terrible fix be- 
cause he has been appointed a member of the president’s national de- 
fense commission. How can he go on serving on that commission while 
allied with a movement which is definitely hostile to the policy of the 
United States? How can he and his union remain in affiliation with the 
CIO when that organization flouts and scorns the demands of the amal- 
gamated clothing workers for labor peace? 

The insurrection in the CIO is not limited to this one union. The textile 
and hosiery workers group are closely in accord with Hillman’s views. 
|The united rubber workers are completely fed up with the CIO’s com- 
munist line. The American newspaper guild is in the throes of an inter- 
nal revolution designed to oust all communists from control or influence 
over the affairs of that union. 

We say to all these organizations:—David Dubinsky has shown the 
way. The American Federation of Labor welcomed him with open arms. 
The same welcome will be accorded to you.

S.F.Auto Mechanics 
Increase Wages;

Auto Mechanics’ Union, Local 
1305, of San Francisco, affiliated 
with the international association 
of machinists, voted to accept a 
new agreement submitted by em- 
ployers in the motor car industry, 
Walter J. Owen, business represen- 
tative, announced this week. 

Approximately 550 workers em- 
ployed by the Motor Car Dealers’ 
association of San Francisco, the 
automotive maintenance and ga- 
rage association, and the rubber in- 
stitute, representing the tire han- 
dling firms, will benefit under the 
terms of the proposed contract, ac- 
cording to Owen. 

The one year pact provides for 
one week’s vacation with pay for 
regular employes and an increase 
of $3 per week in the guaranteed 
minimum weekly wage scale which 
had been $35. The basic wage rate 
of $1 per hour remains.

The decision rules in substance: 

1—That no labor dispute is in- 
volved in the case. 

2—That picketing conducted 
“with the superadded weapons of 
intimidation, threats, coercion and 
violence” becomes unlawful in na- 
ture and is condemned by the con- 
stitution. 

3—That the strike and picketing, 
as well as boycotting by the ILWU 
a CIO affiliate, was “one continu- 
ous transaction and scheme per- 
vaded with menace and disrespect 
for the law and begotten of vio- 
lence.” 

The court further holds that the 
daily conduct of the picketing “il- 
lustrates too truly a systematic 
course of conduct showing inten- 
tion to accomplish purposes by un- 
lawful means.” 

Peaceful picketing is guaranteed 
by law, the judge said. 

The judge’s decision was a se- 
vere setback for the CIO in their 
campaign to get control of business 
and industry in the uptown area 
of San Francisco. 


HOLLYWOOD OFFICE 
WORKERS WALK OUT

The wholesale and retail 
trade group ranked third, with 
1,400 deaths to workers and 400 to

“Manufacturing and mining (and 
quarrying) industries each account 
for a total of 1,600 deaths; services 
and miscellaneous industries for 
1,400, railroads for 800, miscella- 
neous transportation for another 
800, and public utilities for 500.

Fingerprinting of All 
Alien Seamen Required — 


All alien officers and seamen ar- 
riving at New York and other Am- 
erican ports have been denied shore 
leave until they have been finger- 
printed and have had their sea- 
men’s books or passports tempo- | 
rarily confiscated by immigration 
officials. It was stated that this 
new policy, inaugurated under a| 
special order issued by President 
Roosevelt as a precautionary meas- | 
ure, would involve the fingerprint- 
ing of more than 500,000 alien sea- 
men arriving in New York annu- 
ally. 

The plan will prevent false pos- | 
session of bona-fide seamen’s cer- 
tificates and serve as a thorough 
check on all alien seamen ashore.

PROGRESS AT THE 
ALAMEDA NAVAL 


Two new contractors. started 
work on the base this week, the 
Standard Asbestos company and 
the American Builders Maintenance 
company, both from San Francisco. 


The Standard Asbestos company 
has the contract to cover the metal 
air duct in the machine building. 
L. R. Cottam, the foreman, has 
four men working at the present 
time. These men all belong to Lo- 
cal 16, asbestos workers’ union of 
San Francisco. 


The contract to wash the win- 
dows on the J. I. Barnes company 
job is in the hands of the American 
Builders Maintenance company. 
This work is being done by Local 
18, window washers’ union of Oak- 
land, who now have ten men on 
the job. As they were unfamiliar 
with our building trades council 
procedure, none of these men from 
Local 18 had a clearance when they 
started work. They are all cleared 
now and Mr. Mahoney, their busi- 
ness agent, stated that in the fu- 
ture all of his men would have a 
clearance before’ reporting for 
work. 

The lathing and plastering on the 
Johnson, Drake and Piper company 
job is about two-thirds finished. 
Mike King, plastering contractor 
from San Francisco, has the con- 
tract for this work for which he 
bid $40,000. Members of Local 88, 
lathers’ union, are doing the lath- 
ing. This is quite a large job. 
There are over 26,000 yards of 
metal lath and 120,000 feet of 
chanel iron and bar-z partitions be- 
ing installed. Victor Johnson, the 
foreman, has ten men working. 

There are 25,000 yards of plaster- 
ing being done by plasterers from 
Local 112, plasterers’ union of Oak- | 
land on the same job. | 


Mike King also has the contracts | 
the lathing and plastering on | 
the K. E. Parker and the H. May- 
son companies jobs. The K. E. 
Parker company is doing the ware- | 
house and general storehouse and 
the H. Mayson company has the 
two hangars. 

The Western Asbestos company 
of San Francisco is “going right | 
along” with their contract of in- 
stalling the premacoustic on the 
Johnson, Drake and Piper company | 
job. Premacoustic is a square com- 
position block, 12x12 inches and 1)! 
inch thick. It is used for deadening | 
sound and is fireproof. On this job | 
there are over 52,000 square feet of | 
premacoustic to be installed. This | 
work is being done on a 50-50 basis 
between the plasterers and the car- | 
penters. A. W. Johnson is the fore- 
man. He has fifteen men employed. 


Two of the business agents’ cars 
stalled on the base this week just 
a littl way from the building 
trades council office and refused 
to go any farther.

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Superior Court Decision Halts 


INUNIONS Areas = CIO “Raids” in San Francisco 


“Inland March” of Harry Bridges Comes to 
Immediate Halt as Judge Rules in 
Favor of A. F. of L. Contracts 


The “inland march” of Harry Bridges, Australian longshore- 
men’s leader and head man for the CIO in California, received 
a severe setback this week as a result of Superior Judge Frank 
T. Deasy's decision in the Euclid Candy company controversy. 
According to A. F. of L. leaders in San Francisco, CIO heads 


openly threatened invasion of 
enterprises recognizing A. F. 
of L. working conditions. 


Edward Vandeleur, secre- 


tary of the California State 
Federation of Labor, made the fol- 
lowing statement today regarding 
the decision: 
Exposes Vicious Campaign 
“The CIO attempt to take 
over the Euclid candy fac- 
tory was merely an opening 
wedge in a contemplated city- 
wide raid,” Vandeleur said. “If 
they were successful their 
plans were laid for raiding a 
dozen other candy factories by 
similar methods. From that in- 
dustry their efforts were to be 
concentrated on the food in- 
dustry in general — bakers, 
butchers and others.” 
Vandeleur pointed to the fact 
that these plans were not hearsay 
to him. 


“IT was told point blank by 
leaders of the CIO warehouse- 
men that the Euclid case was 


just a starter, that they were 

out to wreck A. F. of L. control 

in San Francisco,” he said. “I 

warned them the full power of 

the California State Federation 

of Labor would fight to the 

finish. They laughed at me.” 
Halts Future “Raids” 

Technique of the CIO raiders, 
Vandeleur explained, was to get 
control of a few warehousemen in 
a given plant and then by threats, 
intimidation and coercion, attempt 
to get enough signatures to CIO 
union application blanks to make 
demands on the employer with 
picket lines to follow. It was their 
belief, Vandeleur added that A. F, 
of L, teamsters and others would 
recognize these lines and tie up the 
plant attacked. 

Judge Deasy’s ruling, in the 
opinion of authorities, eliminates 
all chances of further CIO raids on 
establishments working under A, F. 
of L. union contracts.

This is a ‘war of machines.’’ Everyone seems to be agreed 
on that point.

The CIO Must Brave Its Loyalty 


(The following editorial is reprinted from the Philadelphia Inquirer) 


In pledging its co-operation to the national defense program, 
the executive board of the CIO, meeting in Washington, has de- 
clared itself opposed ‘‘to any movement or activity of subversive 
character, Trojan horse or fifth columns, which are aimed 
against our nation and government, or the basic free and demo- 
cratic institutions upon which our republic has been founded.” 


These are brave words, sufficiently comprehensive, and bear- 
ing the right spark of patriotism. 

Mere words, however, are not enough, even though they 
emanated from so wordy a soul as John L. Lewis. Before the 
public is convinced that the expression of CIO support really 
means what it purports to mean, it will have to be shown in 


deeds. 


If the CIO is going to root out subversive elements from its 
ranks, whether communist, nazi or fascist, and give whole- 
hearted backing to defense building, it will not foster strikes 
such as that which interfered with naval construction at 
Kearny. It will not hold out threats of disrupting the automotive 
industry. It will not swing its bludgeon over the forces of indus- 
try marshaling for national defense. 

It will not give comfort, as it has in the past, to the reddest 
and most radical elements within the labor movement. 

It is a striking coincidence that on the same day the CIO 
board was indulging in its bit of flag-waving it went on record 
in opposition to the deportation of the notorious Harry Bridges, 
and it condemned the proposed bill barring WPA to commu- 
nists and members of the German bund. 

Pleading the cause of communists and sympathizers with for- 
eign powers and, in the same breath, declaring war on fifth col- 
umnists may appear perfectly logical to the Lewis mind, but 
Americans generally may be pardoned for eyeing the perform- 
ance askance. 

If the CIO is against subversive movements, as it claims, let 
it prove it.

National Defense Requires 
Action to End Unemployment 
Says Federation Secretary 


Offers 7-Point Program 
To Cure Idleness of 
Workers, Machines 
And Capital 


Declaring that continuing unem- 
ployment is “the most serious 
breach in our national defense,” 


George Meany, secretary-treasurer 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, offered a seven-point program 
to end enforced idleness of work- 
ers, machines and capital. 


In an address before the inter- 
faith conference on unemployment, 
Mr. Meany emphasized that “the 
future course of our nation and the 
very survival of our democratic in- 
stitutions’ depends on the ability 
of the American people to end un- 
employment. 

On behalf of American labor, Mr. 
Meany proposed the following pro- 
gram: 

“J. A long-range program of per- 
manent public works, planned in 
advance, which could be expanded 


and curtailed to offset fluctuations | 


in private construction activity. Im- 
mediate priority to be given to 
projects which are called for by na- 
tional defense needs and which will 
be of continuing permanent value 
to the nation, such as coastal and 
transcontinental express highways, 
airports and hospitals. 

“2. Continuation and expansion 
of slum-clearance and _ low-rent 
housing program administered by 
the United States housing author- 
ity and utilization of this program 
for construction of industrial hous- 
ing necessitated by defense produc- 
tion. Experience of the USHA in 
the construction of workers’ hous- 
ing, its knowledge of each local 
problem will make possible, in place 
of barracks, construction of good 
industrial housing with extreme 
speed and with assurance that this 
housing will not be a total loss at 
conclusion of emergency but a per- 
manent asset, available to low-in- 
come families in the future. 

“3. A program of federal insur- 
ance of long-term loans made by 
private lending institutions for pro- 
ductive expansion. This plan is pro- 
posed by the American Federation 
of Labor to provide a productive 
outlet for pent-up savings by par- 
tial insurance by federal govern-

ment of private loans for produc- 
tion, approved on the condition that 
minimum competitive and labor 
standards be met. Thus, an ele- 
ment of long-term stability is to be 
introduced through the use of pri- 
vate funds in place of direct loans 
to industry by federal government. 
The already available machinery of 
the RFC is to be utilized in the 
administration of this program. To 
the success of the program the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor pledges 
its support and active co-operation. 

“4. Maintenance of the minimum 
wage and maximum hour stand- 
ards and improvement of wage and 


hour standards through collective 
bargaining to insure full measure 
of reemployment and increase real 
purchasing power to those who 
work, 

“5. A national program of voca- 
tional and apprentice training 
based on national minimum stand- 
ards developed by agreements of 
representative groups concerned. 

“6. Enlargement and  improve- 
ment of job placement facilities of 
the United States employment sery- 
ice. 

“7, Full measure of relief to 
workers and their families as long 
as these workers remain unem- 
ployed.” 

Mr. Meany denied the presence 
of any shortage of skilled workers 
alleged to exist by spokesmen in 
certain quarters. He strongly de- 
nounced the claims that the unem- 
ployed are not really willing to seek 
jobs and cited recent examples of 
more than 20,000 workers applying 
for work where only 250 jobs were 
available. He concluded: 

“National defense means not! 
only the defense of lives, homes, 
communities and resources. To the 
American people, national defense 
also means the defense of their 
democratic institutions, the defense 
of government by consent and, 
above all, the defense of those 
fundamental rights we have inher- 
ited and established as a living de- 
mocracy and which make up the 
American way of life.”

JOB-LOSS STUDY BILL 


SIGNED BY ROOSEVELT 


President Roosevelt signed the 
bill directing the bureau of labor 
statistics to make an investigation 
of productivity and labor costs in 
manufacturing, mining, transporta- 
tion, distribution and other indus- 
tries. The bureau estimated that 
1,500,000 to 2,000,000 persons wereun- 
employed because of labor saving 
devices put into use since 1929. 

The labor committee of the house 
of representatives said the statis- 
tics sought by the inquiry are nec- 
essary in efforts to prevent tech- 
nological unemployment. These fig- 
ures, the committee said, will show 
in what industries work hours 
should be shortened where new ma- 
chinery and techniques have in- 
creased productivity and reduced 
labor costs.

Plumbers and Gas 
Fitters’ Notes 


By SAMUEL J. DONOHUE 


During the second quarter of 
1939, Local Union No. 444 did, after 
consideration of a report submitted 
to it by its secretary-treasurer, 
adopt a_ reso- 
lution to put 
into effect a 
sick benefit 
system that 
would serve as 
a substitute 
for sick bene- 
fit payments 
that were dis- 
continued by the united associa- 
tion. Judging from the general sen- 
timent expressed at the time of the 
adoption of this resolution it was 
estimated that at least 75 per cent 
of the members would participate 
and the amount of the assessment 
and of weekly payments were based 
on that percentage. 


However, not over 60 per cent of 
the members are contributing. Not- 
withstanding that on payment of 
$1.00 per quarter they would be en- 
titled to receive seven dollars per 
week beginning as of the first day 
of sickness, providing, however, the 
sickness was of at least 14 days’ 
duration. From its inception pay- 
ments have been made continuously 
to at least three members of the 
local union, notwithstanding the 
fact that there are but 120 mem- 
bers participating, which in actual 
figures is $120 per quarter. 

Up to the present time sick bene- 
fit payments have been made which 
amount to, and sometimes exceed, 
that which is received per quarter. 
Persistent requests have been made 
through the medium of the East 
Bay Labor Journal, which is de- 
livered to the residence of. every 
member, and in reports to the 
union, that unless a larger number, 
not only contribute, but pay the 
current quarter during the first 
month, modifications of the plan 
will become necessary. Action of 
this kind is to be regretted, when 
you consider the amount of time, 


and effort made to establish a 
movement which of itself is en- 
tirely independent of the local 


union, necessitating a special set of 
books, bank account, etc. All of 
which is for the members’ personal 
benefit. 

Speaking of picnics a committee 
of five members of this local union 
met on Tuesday evening, June 18, 
with a like committee of members 
of local unions 342 of Alameda 
county and 509 and 590 of San 
Francisco county, to arrange for a 
picnic to be held at Linda Vista 
park, Mission San Jose, on Satur- 
day, August 24, Picnics are also to 
be held by Local Union No. 467 of 
San Mateo county on June 22, and 
by Local Union No. 393, San Jose 
on June 29, dividing the time be- 
tween these picnics and the tenta- 
tive date of the one comprising the 
U. A. unions of the bay area will be 
the picnic of the Alameda County 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council to be held on Saturday, 
July 27th, at Linda Vista park, 
Mission San Jose, tickets for which 
will be on sale at an early date. 

The local council and unions are 
to be complimented in selecting 
Saturdays for their day of celebra- 
tion as well as the park itself, 
which provides excellent oppor- 
tunity for recreation under strictly 
sanitary conditions. 


AFL OPPOSES FEDERAL 
APPROPRIATIONS CUT 


Strong opposition to the an- 
nounced intention of Senator Byrd 
of Virginia to force a ten per cent 
cut in all federal appropriations 
was voiced by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

In a telegram to all members of 
the senate, President Green de- 
clared such action would be wholly 
unwise and added: 

“The consequent demoralization 
of public morale would work un- 
told harm and endanger the whole 
economic structure of our nation. 
We urge that you oppose any re- 
duction of appropriations or any 
reductions of wages or salaries of 
government or other workers.”
